Ince we are very ſenſible that no Age hath ever yet produc'd any Prince that 
hath with more Juſtice, Goodneſs and Mercy, fwaid the Scepters of the three 
Kingdoms ( Bleſlings which our Fore-Fathers never had in a more eminent 
degree of Perfection, and all other Nations never yet knew) We conceive 

ir our Duty to manifeſt to your Majeſty and all the World our juſt value and grate- 
ful apprehenſions of the happineſs we enjoy under the belt of Kings and moſt up- 
right of Governments: And however ſome ill Men to accompliſh their black &

” the Sedirious and Factious, preſerve from Apoſtacy the Doubtful, and confirm the 
Loyalty of Your beſt ſerled Subjets; And that Your Majeſty may ſee that we are

We humbly. beg Your Sacred Majeſty to give a 
Gracious Acceptance to the ſteddy Reſolutions of us Your moſt Obedient and Loyal 
Subjects, -which no Time, no 'Treachery, no Power, no Fraud or FaCtion, ſhall
